DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Invention I, claims 1-8 in the reply filed on 
12/03/2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the apparatus 
claims are not "independent and distinct" from the amended method claims. This is not 
found persuasive because the process as claimed could still be use to transport articles 
for a system having differently situated stackers and linking subsystem. Furthermore, 
Applicant's attention is directed to MPEP 802.1 for the interpretation of "independent 
and distinct". 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.
